Could Allocate Resources 
Hull described the measure as 
one which would “make it possible 
for us to allocate our resources in 
ways best calculated to proviae for 
the security of (this nation and of 
this continent.” 
Above all, he declared, “it will do 
all of these things in the speediest 
possible manner, and, overwhelm­ 
ingly, speed is our greatest need 
today."

In describing the importance of 
control of the high seas, the secre­ 
tary declared th at “should th at con­ 
trol be gained by the partners of 
the tripartite pact (Germany, Italy 
and Japan) the danger to our coun­ 
try', great as it is today, would be 
multiplied many fold.” 
“Were Britain defeated and w’ere 
she to lose command of tile sees, 
Germany could easily cross the At­ 
lantic, (“specially the south Atlantic, 
unless we were ready and able to do 
wtiat Britain is doing now," the 
secretary of state saki'. "Were tlhe 
Atlantic to fall into German con­ 
trol the Atlantic w’ouid oiler little 
or no assurance of security.” 
The secretary urged the im port­ 
ance of giving maximum material 
assistance to Britain and the other 
countries fighting Hie Axis powers.

assistants. 
Back on Dec. 16, 
when 
Head 
Coach F rancis Schm idt handed in 
his resignation, his five aides fol­ 
lowed his lead, leaving the field 
wide open for the new m entor to 
select a f u l staff. 
Brown, appointed to 
the 
job 
“unanim ously and enthusiastically" 
yesterday by the Buckeye Athletic 
board, declared: 
“I have m ade no com m itm ents 
relative to my staff. T hat will take 
a lot of serious thought, but I ex­ 
pect to have my assistants lined 
up in about three weeks. B ut you 
m ay say this—the staff will be my 
own, of my own choosing. And I 
alone will answ er for it.” 
Several nam es, however, popped 
into the lim elight as possible aids 
to the newcomer, first m an ever 
to jum p from a High school job 
to the head coaching position 
at 
the country's fifth largest univer­ 
sity. 
M cG ranahan M entioned 
Among those getting a nod from 
fans was Hugh M cG ranahan, 39- 
year-old line coach of the M assil­ 
lon team , whom Brown gives credit 
for m uch of the success of the T i­ 
ger juggernaut which has last but 
one of its last 60 contests against 
the toughest opposition in the scho­ 
lastic field.

Brown Has D efinite Ideas 
Brown said today he had some I 
definite ideas, learned in the High 
school field, which he would tra n s­ 
p lan t to the college job. 


“Football, 
he said, “is 
not a 
game of plays. 
It is a 
game 
of 
technique. 
A 
(earn 
w ith perfect 
tim ing and good blocking will move 
against any defense, and 
that's 
w hat we’ll strive for.’’ 
The new Buckeye chief also said 
the best ll m en on th e squad, re­ 
gardless of race, creed, color or 
affiliations, would be the starting 
lineup. 
“And th a t lineup will be trained 
to play 60-m inute football”, he de­ 
clared. 
‘‘W e’ll see th a t they are in 
shape for a full game, for if they 
are our best boys, we’ll w ant them 
in there all th e tim e, if possible 
W e’ll substitute only 
when 
the 
need arises—n ot to give 
boys 
a 
rest. 
“Every boy will be 
required 
to 
carry out his full assignm ent on 
every play. The boy assigned to 
go through and block out the de­ 
fensive halfback will not be per­ 
m itted to look back and see if the 
play has been halted, and 
then 
give up his assignm ent if someone 
has stopped th e ball carrier a t the 
line.

boys willing to play for Ohio State 
—not for personal glory”, Brown 
declared. 
Brown said he expected to take 
over the job w ithin a week, after 
turning 
th e 
M assillon 
basketball 
team over to his present assistants. 
The Buckeye berth will pay $6,500 
the first, year, w ith $500 additional 
each of the next two seasons. The 
contract ie for one year, with a 
three-year “gentlem ans agreement’.
